SIX-CENTURY OLD 
SERVICE OF SACRED 
CART IN FLORENCE 


By the Associated Press. 
FLORENCE, Italy, April 4.—The 


“explosion of the sacred eaft,” a 
Holy Saturday ceremony which be- 


gan six centuries*ago, was carried 
out at noon today in the presence 
ot thousands of Fiorentines, Amer- 
icans and British, in the square in 
front of the Cathedral. , 

Four white oxen, with gilded. 
horns and hoofs, and covered with 
brilliant crimson blankets, drew a 
cart filled with fireworks. A work- 
man ran a wire from the cart in 
the street to a‘ point just above the 
high altar of the Cathedral. There 
an artificial pigeon carrying a 
skyrocket was slid onto the wire. 

At the Gloria of the mass, when 
the bells rang. out, a clergyman 
lighted the skyrocket. The pigeon 
shot over the heads of the congre- 
gation, out the big doors and 
showered sparks into the cart get- 
ting off all the hidden fireworks. 
Successful. lighting of the “sacred 
cart” is supposed to bring good 
harvests. . 

A rich Florentine knight named 
Pazzo Dei Pazzi (w hich in present 
day Italian means “the crazy one 
of crazy ones”) was, so tradition 
says, the first to hoist the Christian 
flag over Jerusalem in 1099. He 
was rewarded with two pieces of 
flint from the holy sepulcher, one 
of which was used today to light 
the Pasehal candle and the pigeon- 
skyrocket. 


DISCOVERY OF ARCTIC LAND 
WITH HIGH PEAKS REPORTED 


Norwegian Whaling Inspector Re- 
fuses to Divulge Position; Gives 
Details to Government.

OSLO, Norway, April 4.—Capt. 
Daehli, Norwegian Government 
whaling inspector, who returned 
today from the herding grounds of 
the North Atlantic, said he had dis- 
covered a hitherto unknown land 
with lofty peaks in the Arctic.

RETAINS ‘CONTROL 
OF BOOKKEEPING 


Contrary Decision Would 
Have. Virtually Aban- 
doned_ Regulation of 
Hydro-Electric Projects.

WASHINGTON, April 4. — The 


reorganized Federal Power Com- 
mission, establishing a far-reaching 
precedent, refused yesterday to is- 
sue a “minor part” license to the 
Appalachian Electric Power Co., 
for development of an _  80,000- 
horsepower hydro-electric project 
on the New River at Radford, Va. 

Had the commission granted the 


company’s petition, three-fourths of 
the hydro-electric power sites in 
the East now under Federal juris- 
diction would have been opened to 
virtually uncontrolled exploitation 
by privately owned electric power 


The. decision was the first im- 
portant action by the reorganized 
commission and was made the same 
day that Senator Walsh (Dem.), 
Montana, announced that counsel 
for the Senate would start court 
proceedings next week. to oust 
Chairman George Otis Smith from 
the commission. 

Against Mitchell’s Advice. 

In refusing to grant the Appal- 
achian Co. a “minor part’ ‘license, 
which would have relieved the com- 
pany of all accounting supervision 
by the Federal Government, the 
commission followed the advice of 
former Solicitor Charles A. Russell 
and chief aecountant William = V. 
King and rejected the arguments 
of Attorney-General Mitchell and 
former executive secretary Frank 
E. Bonner, who contended that the 
commission could allow the com- 
pany to deve:op the New River 
project without Federal supervis- 
ion. 

Two courses are open to the 
company. It ° can appeal the d 
cision to the Federal courts or it 
can accept the standard license 
tendered by the commission and 
thereby put itself under the com- 
mission’s accounting supervision, 
which limits the capital structure 
of licensed projects to actual leziti- 
mate investments. 

The action yesterday ranks with 
Justice Adkins’ recent decision in: 
the Clarion River case, holding 
that the commission, in the pub- 
lic interest, must check accounts 
of licensed. projects as soon as pos- 
sible and not wait, as contended 
by the utility interests, until the 
expiration of the 50-year Federal 
license. 

License Prepared by Bonner. 

The decision disclosed that Bon- 
ner, the former executive secretary 
of the commission who was ousted 
with Russell and Kmg, had pre- 
pared a “minor part” license for 
the Appalachian Co. 


It will be recalled that unaer the 
old Power Commission, composed 
of three Cabinet officers, Acting 
Chairman Wilbur, Secretary of the 
Interior, asked Attorney-General 
Mitchell whether the commission 
could grant a “minor part” license 
New River projeet. In 
presenting the case to Mitchell, 
Wilbur stated that the New River 
was a non-navigable stream. 
Mitchell advised that since there 
was doubt as to the constitution- 
ality of the Federal -vater power 
act, it might be wise for the com- 
mission’to grant a “minor part” 
license to the Appalachian com- 
pany. Contrary to all precedent, 
President Hoover made: public the 
Mitchell advisory opinion before 
the commission had considered it. 

Protest hy Progressives. 

Publication of the Mitchell opin- 
ion aroused such a protest from 
Progressive Senators and conser- 
vationists that the old ‘commission 
refused to follow the opinion and 
advised-the company to. start de- 
veloping the project without a li- 
cense in orde. that the matter 
might be brought into Federal 
courts by. the injunctfon process. 
The company rejected this over- 
ture, although t.e burden of proof 
in such proceedings would have 
been on the Federal Government.

population. 

Swift came to a city of- ruins, 
deserted by two-thirds of its resi- 
dents and with the other third liv- 
ing in tents and temporary shel- 
ters on the hills overlooking the 
debris.

While recoyery of bodies of yvic- 
tims and treatment of injuries con- 
tinue, Marine patrols are meting 
certain emergency situations.

Jury, Out 27 Hour, .Fixes 
the Penalty at 14 Years 
in Prison — New Trial to 
Be Sought.

CHICAGO, April 4.—Breaking 
what had appeared to be a hope- 


less deadlock, the jury in Judge 
Joseph Sabath’s court late yester- 
day found Leo V. Brothers, 8t. 
Louis gangster, guilty of the mur- 
der last June of Alfred J. Lingle, 
Chicago Tribune reporter, and 
fixed his punishment at the mini- 
mum possible under che law, 14 
years in prison. The. jury was out 
27 hours, 

This ended the first big gang- 
ster case to reach a jury in Chi- 
cago. Defense counsel, however, 
announced that they would ask for 
a new trial. They described the 
verdict as a compromise. Hearing 
of their arguments is set for April 
17. 

Civic leaders hailed the convic- 
tion and the prosecuting attorneys 
said they were satisfied that the 
verdict was just. Patrick Roche, 
chief investigator for the State’s 
Attorney’s office, was pleased. 

Brothers Takes Verdict Calmly, 

Brothers took the verdict calmly. 


He paled a little when it was read, 
bu: otherwise remained wunper- 
turbed. ’ 


His mother, Mrs: Rose Jessen, 
however, became hysterical, and 
his sweetheart, Miss Betty Cook, 
cried bitterly. 

“Let’s duck,” was all Brothers 
said, as he turned to his bailiff, 
dodged photographers and started 
back to jail. 

Twenty-four ballots in all were 
taken by the jury, whose members 
said they started out 7 to 5 for ac- 
quittal, gradually reaching 11 to 1 
for conviction. 

H. W. Crotzer said that at no 
time was the electric chair, de- 
manded by the prosecution, given 
any consideration. The maximum 
considered was life imprisonment. 
Philip Hagerman, who held out 
for 26 hours for acquittal, is quot- 
ed by the Herald and Examiner as 
saying he still believes Brothers 
innocent. 

No Attempt at Alibi. 

The trial, ‘iasting nearly three 
weeks, resolved itself into a ques- 
tion of the identification of the 
man seen fleeing from the vicinity 
of the Michigan avenue pedestrian 
tunnel in which Lingle was shot 
when en route to a race course. No 
attempt to prove an alibifor Broth- 
ers was made by the defense, 
which described the case as a

On Grand Bank Investigation 


’s Report 


HE text of the grand jury’s re- 
T port on its investigation of the 

Grand National Bank case fol- 
lows: 

On last Feb. 20 it was announced 
in the daily press that approxi- 
mately $822,000 worth of negotia- 
ble bonds, being a part of approx- 
imately $1,000,000 worth of securi- 
ties, cash and jewelry stolen from 
the safety deposit boxes of the 
Grand National Bank by . armed 
robbers on May 25, 1930, had been 
that day returned to the bank upon 
its payment of a price or reward 
of $140,000 in cash. The  pub- 
lished circumstances of this trans- 
action seemed to varrant a spe- 
cial investigation by this grand 
jury for the purpose of determin- 
ing, if possible, whether any felony 
had been committed, within the 
jurisdiction of this Court to try, 
in connection with the return of 
these securities, as well as of dis- 
covering, if possible, the identity 
of the pergons who robbed the 
bank. 


Such investigation was promptly 
undertaken, our first session for 
the examination of witnesses in the 
matter being held on Feb. 26, and 
has proceeded with all! diligence, 
postponing, when possible without 
detriment to the public interest, the 
consideration of other matters com- 
ing before us in the ordinary rou- 
tine of our duties. In the course of 
this investigation we have held 12 
sessions and have examined 33 wit¢ 
nesses; covering every phase and 
angle of the case, with special ref- 
erence to the possible commission | 
of the statutory crimes of. com- 
pounding the felony of the robbery 
and of receiving the stolen property 
from the robbers or their agents, 
as well as with reference to the so- 
lution of the robbery itself. In this 
behalf, the Circuit Attorney in per- 
son and his assistant in charge of 
the grand jury have brought before 
us and have thoroughly examined + 
every witness who has appeared to 
have any relevant information, ma- 
teria] to our inquiry and competent 
as evidence under the rules of law.} 
We have made considerable pro- 
gress in Our investigation along 
these lines; but within the limits cf 
the present term of court, pre- 
scribed by law as the legal life | 
of our body as a grand jury and 
today expiring, we have been wun- 
able, under the law and upon all 
the now available evidence, either 
to name the perpetrators of the 
robbery cr to charge a criminal of- 
fense on the part of any person 
with reference to the conduct of 
the negotiations resulting in * the 


cordingly, we are returning no !n- 
dictments in the matter with this 
report. 


In taking this action we have 
been governed, in construing our 
duty, by the Court’s instructions, 
given us when }Ympaneled,.that we 
should be governed in the recep- 
tion of evidence by the rules ap- 
plicable to courts of law, disregard- 
ing mere rumors, hearsay, or evi- 
dence unworthy of belief, or that 
which has’ no probative force; and 
that we should receive and construe 
all eyidence that may throw light 
upon the guilt or innocence of any 
person accused before us, but be- 
fore determining that an indict- 
| ment should be found, we should 
be convinced that the accused is 
guilty. As the Court has charged 
us, we ought not to find an indict- 
ment unless fairly satisfied that the 
evidence before us, unexplained 
and uncontradicted, would justify 
conviction by a petit jury, and that 
no indictments should be found 
where ther is wanting an essential 
link in the proof of the ¢dharge. 
This is especially true since ali in- 
dictments returned by us and our 
reports filed in court become pub- 
lic records and are subject to gen- 
eral comment, and it would be 
wrong for persons in the positions 
which we now occupy to permit 
zeal to. carry them beyond their 
legitimate province and place the 
stigma of indictment upon any one 


‘who, in the light of the evidence 


brought before us, does not appear 
to be guilty of any violation of 
both the letter and spirit of the 
law. x 

However, we fell that the mat- 
ter should not be considered as 
closed by our report of results so 
far attained. We hope and believe 
that additional evidence may be 
obtained touching certain vital 
questions at present unanswered, 
which, taken together with the evi- 
dence already developed by our In- 
vestigation and preserved in the 
Cireuit Attorney’s office by the of- 
ficial reporter furnished by him, | 
may enable a later grand jury to 
solve the problem with which we 
have been laboring. Accordingly. 
we. respectfully recominend that

The Federal Court decree sanc-. 
tioning the proposed merger of the 


Standard Oil Co. of New York and 


the Vacuum Oil Co., into the 
$1,100,000,000 General Petroleum 
Corporation, was entered here to- 
day. The decree follows the lines 
of the decision of three Judges of 
the United States Circuit Court of 


Appeals, given here Feb. 7. 
While’ no announcement has 


been made, it is expected that the 
United States Government, through 
the District Attorney here, will ap- 
peal from the decision to the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court. The 


case was submitted to the special 
three-Judge tribunal in order to 
make possible a direct appeal to 
the Supreme Court by the losing 
side, Most cases have to go through 
the district and appellate courts 
before reaching the Supreme Court. 

The Government, suing to pre- 
vent the merger, pointed out that 
the Standard Oil Ce. of New York 
—trade name, Socony—and the 
Vacuum Oil Co. were two of the 
38 companies which formed the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey 
until that company was dissolved 
as a monopoly in restraint of trade 
through a suit filed in St. Louis 
anl determined by the Supreme 
Court in 1911. The 1911 decree 
forbade the subsidiaries of the dis- 
solved Standard of New Jersey to 
form any new en in re- 
straint of trade. 

Decree of 1911 Constraed. 

Appellate Judges Stone, Booth 
and Gardner, in their decision 
written by Judge Stone, construed 
the 1911 decree, and held that it 
did not forbid such a merger as 
that proposed by Socony and 
Vacuum. As is usual in such 
cases, the: counsel of the winning 
side were asked to submit the 
form of a decree. This was done 
by the Socony-Vacuum counsel, 
Hines, Rearick, Dorr, Travis & 
Marshall of New York and Lon O. 
Hocker of St. Louis. The decree 
handed down today was that pre- 
pared by the counsel named, with 
a few emendations. 

The decree sets forth the former 
relation of the two companies, and 
states that since 1911 they have 
been developing independently; 
that they now propose to merge, 
with no intent to restrain com- 
to meet their 
normal, natural business necessities, 
brought about by changed condi- 
tions in the industries. 

Before the dissolution of the 
pid Standard company, it is stated, 
kerosene and dubricants were the 
principal products of the refiner- 
les. The development of the auto- 
mobile revolutionized the oil busi- 
ness, making gasoline the chief 
product, and opened’ a new and 
large demand for lubricants. 
Through conditions of marketing, 
the public has come to buy its au- 
tomobile lubricants at the filling 
stations where it buys gasoline, and 
at the same time with the gasoline. 
This created the business require- 
ment for integrated companies, 
os in all the products of crude 
oi 

Motives for the “ferger. 

Socony, originally created as a 
selling agency for New York and 
New England, is an integrated 
company, and is the strongest con- 
cern in that territory, it is stated. 
Its purpose in entering the merger 
is expansion. Vacuum, dealing 
largely in lubricants, has been los- 
ing its outlets through the competi- 
tion of integrated companies, and 
its motive in entering the merger is 
protection. 

For 1929, the capitalization of 
Socony is given as $434,489,000, 
surplus $111,770,000, insurance re- 
serve $8,258,000, and assets $708,- 
406,000. Vacuum had a capitali- 
zation of $188,499,000, surplus $57,- 
240,000 and assets $205,724,000. Of 
Vacuum’s total business, 66.7 per 
cent was in foreign countries. It 
had miarkets in every important 
country except Russia. Socony in 
1929 had 82 per cent of its sales 
in the United States. It sold gaso- 
line in $1 states, but was a minor 
factor in 10 of these states, includ- 
ing Missouri. It had three subsi- 
diaries, the Magnolia Petroleum Co., 
General Petroleum Co. and “White 
Eagle Oil Corporation. - 

As to compettiion between. the 
two companies, it was stated that 
they competed in gasoline sales in 
Western and Central New York, 
and competed in lubricants in New 
York and New England. In the 
foreign field, they have little com- 
petition with each other. 

No Compettiion Eliminated. 

The merger, it is stated, will not 
result in doing away with compco- 
tition in the area where they now

Bryan stripped himself of all 
clothing except his shoes and over- 
alls, and gave his garments to oth- 
er children. He kept the other 19 
children in the bus on the move to 
prevent their going to sleep. He 
ordered. boxing and wrestling 
matches to keep them from getting 
cold and sleepy. Books, tablets ani 
even the bus seats were sét afire to 
provide warmth. After: this im- 
provised fuel was exhausted, Bryan 
mauled and kicked his school 
mates in an effort to keep them 
awake. 

Finally, utterly exhausted, te 
slumped down in the pile of sleep- 
ing children. Several hours later 
the bus was discovered, all the chil- 
dren unconscious, 

Awakened, Bryan asked that all 
the others be taken out first.

RAKED IN SENATE!

JEFFERSON CITY, April 4— 
Republicans in the Senate op- 
posing the Democratic congres- 
sional redistricting bill, drafted as 
a compromise between conflicting 
Democratic interests, disclosed in 
the first stages of the debate on 
the measure that they expect Gov. 
Caulfield to veto it if it is passed 


by the Legislature, 
Though disclaiming that, he was 
speaking for the Governor or that 
he was authorized to spéeak- for 
him, Senator Kelley (Rep.), Pine- 
ville, told the Democratic side that 
if the bill passed both the Senate 
and the House it never would be- 
come a law. 
“TI have no authority to speak for 
the Governor and do not spea:: for 
him,” Kelley said, “but I say to 
you that if you jam this’ bill 
through simply because you have 
the political control of both houses 
of this Legislature, it never will go 
into effect. The present*Governor 
in Missouri is known as a man who 
never compromises with wrong, 
and no Governor of that type 
would ever give his approval to 
such a grossly unfair districting.” 
Democratic Claims Assailed, 
» The Democrats. had presented 
the bill as a fair redistricting meas- 
ure, which, they said, would as- 
sure the Democrats six Congress- 
men and the Republicans five, leav- 
ing two close districts which ‘might 
be carried by either party. ‘The 
Republicans charged that this was 
an erroneous representation of the 
effects of the bill, and that under 
it they could expect to elect only 
four Congressmen and that the 
Democrats were virtually assured 
of nine. The Democrats had 
classed the three St, Louis districts 
as Republican, but the Republic- 
ans insisted they could not hope to 
carry more than two of these so 
long .as Congressman Cochran, 
Democrat, chose to remain in Con- 
gress. They said that while Coch- 
ran’s district might ‘be classed 
nominally as Republican, Cochran 
could carry it In every election. 
The bill was called up for en- 
grossment in the Senate late yés- 
terday as a special order of busi- 
ness. Senator Crouse (Dem.), St. 
Joseph, chairman of the Committee 
on Elections, explained the meas- 
ure briefly, and then offered the 
first of several amendments agreed 
upon the night before at a confer- 
ence of Democratic Senators. This 
proposed transfer from the pro- 
posed First District, in the north- 
east and eastern part of the State, 
two counties, Scotland and Knox, to 
the proposed Second District, in the 
north central region. 
All the remainder of the after- 
noon was devoted to a considera- 
tion o fthis amendments, Senators 
Davis (Rep.), Kansas City; Mor- 
gan (Rep.), Unionville, and Kelley 
using it as a basis for an attack on 
‘the entire bill. 
Party Advantage Charged. 
Morgan sought to show that the 
measure was conceived solely from 
the standpoint of Democratic party 
advantage, insisting that the trans- 
fer of the two counties was for the 
purpose of evening up the popula- 
tion of the district with other dis- 
tricts after Howard County had 
been transferred to the proposed' 
Sixth District, in the south centra 
region, tO make it more certainly 
Democratic than the original bill. 
Senator McKittrick (Dem.,), 
Salisbury, bore much of the brunt 
of the atack and defended the 
measure as fair to all parties. 
Senator Morgan disclosed that 
later in the consideration of the bill 
he expected to offer a substitute, 
which, he said, would give the Re- 
publicans and Democrats more 
nearly even representation. He 
said that as both houses of the 
Legislature were Democratic he 
was willing to vote for a bill which 
would give the Democrats seven 
districts and the Republicans six. 
The Republican opposition bore 
some indication of being the start 
of a filibuster as the Republicans 
cannot hops to defeat the Demo- 
cratic plan unless two Democrats 
violate the agreement entered into 
at ‘the Democratic conference 
Thursday night, when all agreed to 
support the bill. The Republicans, 
however, said they had no inten- 
tion of abandoning their opposition 
merely because they would lose in 
the end. Senator Davis said pri- 
vately that he expected to be “‘talk- 
ing on the bill this time next week."

‘LOST MONEY 


Secs $170,000,¢ 000 of Re- 
volving Fund of $400,- 
000,000 Has Been Re- 
paid With Interest. : 


AGENCY “NEITHER 
_. BUYS NOR SELLS”

Asserts Great Disaster Was 
Averted in Keeping 
Wheat at 18 to 35 Cents 
Above World Price. 


That the Federal Farm Board has 
lost huge sums of Government 
money was denied by C. B. Den- 
man, livestock member of the 
Board, who was in St. Louis on pri- 
vate business yesterday. a 

“There has been a lot of talk 
about how much money the Farm 
Board has lost and this had caused 
widespread misapprehension,” Den- 
ham said. “The facts are that up 
to now the Board has loaned $400,- 
000,000 of the revolving fund pro- 
vided for its.use by Congress. Of 
this amount $170,000,000 has been 
repaid and $3,000,000 in interest 
also has been paid on these loans.” 

Asked about criticism of the 
Board because of losses in buying 
wheat and cotton, Denman grew 
emphatic. 

“The fact is that the Federal 
Farm Board neither buys nor sells 
Anything,” he said. “It makes 
loans to co-operative marketing 
groups which transact business in 
their own way, and it is then a 
question of' good management by 
these concerns. Our loans are gen- 
erally supplemental to those made 
by the Intermediate Credit Banks 
and private banks. They are se- 
cured by warehoues receipts for 
farm commodities as well as oth- 
er evidences of collateral on these 
products. . 
Nothing Lost. 

“Noné of the revolving fund has 
been lost and when these loans 
come due we shall look to the 
co-operative organizations and the 
collateral pledged for repayment 
of the amounts advanced.” 

The efforts to stabilize ‘priees 
of wheat and cotton, now widely 
discussed, are only minor emer- 
gency measures, according to Den- 
mdn. He asserted that millers and 
manufacturers want stabilization 
of prices and are co-operating with 
the Foarm Board, while the criti- 
cism comes from grain and cotton 
dealers and speculators. 

“A great disaster was averted 
through our action last November 
in again supporting the wheat 
market,’””’ Denman added.- “This 
was done through the Grain Sta- 
bilization Corporation entering the 
market and buying wheat. That 
action kept the price of the Ameri- 
can farmer’s wheat 18 to 35 cents 
above the world price at a time 
when many good business men de- 
clared wheat would drop to 30 
cents a bushel at country markets. 
Many banks had loaned money on 
wheat at about the price pegged by 
the Stabilization Corporation, and 
were thus enabled to keep  fror 
taking huge losses. Except for 
the action of the Stabilization Cor- 
poration thousanus of merchants 


rand others would have been ruined, 


and it is difficult to picture 
resulting disaster. 

“However, if in the end there 
should be some loss from the ac- 
tions toward stabilizing wheat and 
cotton prices, we of the board have 
no apologies to make, for that is 
exactly what Congress authorized 
us to do in order to meet emer- 
gencies. Moreover, any loss will 
be offset many times by the bene- 
fits to agriculture and business in 
general.” 

“Evolution in Livestock Selling.” 

As to what is likely to happen in 
livestock marketing, Denman point- 
ed out that the selling of livestock 
is in a process of evolution, due to 


the 


‘the development of hard roads and 


changes in transportation, particu- 
larly the growing movement of 
stock to central markets by trucks. 
He felt that co-operative marketing 
is another important factor in this 
evolutionary movement. 

“If the farmer, through his own 
co-operative marketing machinery, 
can do a better job of providing 
shippers with satisfactory service, 
the co-operative livestock market- 
ing agencies will contineu to grow,” 
Denman declared. 

“As a matter of fact they are 
now developing rapidly into a na- 
tion-wide organization offering the 
producer not only a marketing 
service, but in some localities a 
financial service when local 
finances prove inadequate. 

“In the end it is for the farmer 
to say where and how he will mar- 
ket his products and what govern- 
mental agencies he believes can 
best work to his benefit.”

FEBRUARY FARM EXPORTS - 
SMALLEST IN'16 YEARS 


Month’s Index Placed at 71; Drop 
in.Wheat and Cured Pork 
Shipments Prominent. 

By the Associated Press. 

‘WASHINGTON, April 4.—Agri- 
cultural exports declined to a new 
low record during February. The 
Department of Agriculture placed 
the month’s index at 71. Even if 
cotton were exclhided, the Sonayt- 
ment said, the index was 82, or 
lower than that of any month in 
the last 16 years. 

Sharp drops in exports of wheat 
and cured pork were the dominant 
features. Exports of. wheats 
amounted to only 137,000-bushels, 
the lowest since June,. 1905. For 
the eight months from July 1, 
1930, to Feb, 28, wheat exports, 
including flour, were 16 per cent 
under the same period last year. 

During the same period unman- 
ufactured tobacco exports exceed- 


wheat and flour, which usually 
have ranked second only to cotton 
among agricultural exports. 


PARLIAMENTARY IMMUNITY | 
1S ABOLISHED IN GERMANY 


Just What Constitutes an Insulting 
Remark Is Not Quite 
Clear, However. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, April 4.—Sharp lan- 
guage in the Reichstag and other 
governmental bodies has led to the 
abolition of parliamentary immu- 
nity in Germany. No longer may 
lawmakers call one another “liar” 
or “scoundrel” with impunity.

Paul E. Johnson, pilot for the 
National Air Transport, saw the 
Transcontinental and Western Air, 
Inc., liner maneuverinf -in an-at- 
tempt to escape from the blinding 
clouds and mist a few minutes be- 
fore it plunged to earth near 
Bazaar, Kan. 

Ice was forming on Johnson’s 
ship, weighting it down, and he 
said it must have been so with the 
other plane. Department of Com- 
merce inspectors have expressed 
the opinion that the plane may 
have been wrecked when a piece of 
ice shattered a propeller of the 
right outboard motor and caused 
vibration which tore away the 
right. wing. 

Johnson, flying a slower plane 
and with a later start from Kansas 
City, overtook the Fokker west of 
Emporia. Johnson was alone.

For about three minutes, John- 
son said, the two planes flew along 
together, gliding, climbing - and 
turning in an effort to find an 
opening through -the clouds.

HERE $5,109,441 


$4,000,000. Still to Be Paid 
Out by St. Louis Bureau on 
Waiting Orders. 


Checks totaling $5,709,441 have 
been disbursed to Wbrld War vet- 
erans by the Veterans’ Bureau re- 
gional office at 4030 Chouteau ave- 
nue in the five weeks since Con- 
gress authorized additional loans 
on adjusted compensation certifi- 
cates, it wg announced yesterday 
by E. J. Wieland, district director. 

With approximately 28,000 ap- 
plications filed, the staff at the bu- 


reau has worked day and night to 
send out 16,697 checks, and $4,- 
000,000 is yet to be paid on waiting 
orders. About 65 per cent of the 
money paid has been to St. Louis- 
ans, although the territory of the 
bureau comprises 54 counties in 
the eastern half of Missouri. 

The proportion of those seeking 
their first loans is slightly more 
than 13 per cent, although recent- 
ly the number of those seeking 
treir first payment and the maxi- 
mum ‘of 50 per cent has increased. 

Four years ago veterans were 
permitted to borrow 22% per cent 
of the face value of their certifi- 
cates, and in February were per- 
mitted by Congress to obtain the 
additional 27% percent.

Public Service Commission at Jef- 
ferson City, Mayor Miller and City

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AN ANGLO-GERMAN CLUB. 

It is a splendidly encouraging portent that distin- 
guished leaders in Germany and in England have 
united to form an Anglo-German club. While it is 
easy to dismiss this as a most trivial gesture in a 
world armed to the teeth, it is nevertheless a signifi- 
cant occurrence, one that should mean the beginning 
of a period of greater understanding between these 
two nations, an event that 10 years ago, or 
20 years ago, would not have been dreamed of. It 
becomes increasingly clear that only by such forth- 
right attempts at international understanding, unim- 


peded by the archaic language of diplomacy, will the 
balance be ‘held for peace. Every slight move in this 
direction, every exchange of ‘ideas, contributes in 
some small measure to check the effects of jingoism 
and fanatical patriotism. 
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THE POLICE AND THE CITY. 

Police home rule for St. Louis was a demand in 
every Republican State platform from 1900 to 1918 
inclusive. Since the present succession of Republican 
Governors began, the party has found no fault with 
the continuance of the system by which the Governor 
appoints the St. Louis Police Board. In the same 
period of Republican’ rule, the Democrats have put 
police home rule in at least one of their State plat- 
forms, and have favored it in the Legislature. The 
lower house, controlled by the Democrats, has latély 
passed a police home rule bill for St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City. 

The use of this issue as a political football has 
tended to obscure the actual merits or demerits of 
the proposal. In principle, it is debatable. The State 
makes the laws, and local officers who enforce them 
are acting as agents of the State. For the Governor, 
as head of the State government, to control appoint- 
ment. of local officers, is not improper in principle, 
but in practice it is open to abuse, since it makes pos- 
sible the use of the police force as a political machine. 
St. Louis has seen its police force uséd in this man- 
ner, but this was changed for the better by the Folk 
and Hadley administrations, and has not since been 
a major cause of complaint. 

Local control of the police, which would have to 
be exercised through the Mayor and his appointees, 
would be open to the same abuse. It would be very 
difficult for any Mayor, were this power placed in 
his hands, to avoid personal or partisan misuse of 
it. Aldermen and city committeemen would ‘hot over- 
look the perquisites which they might gain ‘from such 
a system, and the pressure they would place on the 
Mayor would be great. All this would plunge the 
Police Department into politics at a time when its 
task of combating crime requires its undivided 
efforts. * | 
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MRS. MICHAEL’S CANDIDACY. 

No political organization, but a representative array 
of citizens’ organizations, is backing Mrs. Elias 
Michael, the only woman candidate, in her campaign 
for re-election to the Board of Education. In her 
eight and a half years on the board, Mrs. Michael 
has established an admirable record by her work 
toward making the St. Louis schools fulfill in the 
widest possible measure their responsibilities to the 
community. As evidence of her conception of a 
School Board member’s dutfes, it may be noted that, 
on her appointment to fill a vacancy in 1922, Mrs. 
Michael enrolled in the State University at Columbia 
for a course in school administration. Elected to an 
unexpired two-year term in 1923, re-elected in 1925, 
serving for a time as vice president of the board, she 
proved herself alwaygq keenly aware of the city’s edu- 
cational needs. Aside from Mrs. Michael's admittedly 
good record, there is a further reason for the wide- 


read support of her candidacy, namely, the need 


{for feminine representation on the School Board.

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HOW GANDHI LIVES. 


Let there be no mistake about it, we greatly admire 
Gandhi. He is a sage, a seer, a prophet and a lot of 
other nice things. He will undoubtedly go down in 
history as one of the great men of all time. 

Nevertheless, we have @ quarrel with the Mahatma. 
It concerns his rules of living. The fellow works 20 
hours a day, rising at the ghastly hour of 4 in the 
morning. At all times he has a clean heart, a clear 
conscience and a cool head. Even when the British- 
ers are behaying unspeakably, Gandhi never cusses 
them out or nurtures a desire to heave bricks at 
them. That carries human equanimity to a terrible 
point. Worst of all, Gandhi abstains from carnal 
food and pleasure, bars alcohol, tobacco and condi- 
ments, lives entirely on a vegetable diet. To top it 
all off, he claims he loves his fellow man. 

How anyone can love his fellow man on such a 
diet is beyond us. Stunted spiritually we may be, 
but we believe that expansive love for other human 
creatures is\ best induced by a good, thick sirloin 
steak, medium to rare, with plenty of salt and pepper 
and brown gravy. Vegetables may garnish the pic- 
ture, of course, but only that. Moreover, we have been 
re-reading Kipling and cannot be convinced that those 
long, intolerably hot Indian dry seasons are not re- 
lieved by suitable potables, say a Tom Collins every 
15 minutes or so. 

We trust Gandhi will reiax a little. Until he does, 
we are going to resist the Oriental idea of civilization 
and cling to the Machine Age. 
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THE LAST STRAW? 

Free speech, as practiced by the East St. Louis 
Shoppers’ Guide, was distasteful to the underworld 
of that city, which resorted to a midnight bombing to 
frighten its editors. The Shoppers’ Guide has had a 
good deal to say recentl? about the hoodlums and 
gangsters who use East St. Louis as headquarters, 
and in favor of the candidacy of M. L. Harris, who 
promises to clean up the town if elected Mayor. The 
incident no doubt will operate in Mr. Harris’ favor.

EADING with interest about the recent 
meeting of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution in: Decatur, we were 
struck by the thought that there should he 
@ place in our national life for another or- 
ganization, commemorating another impor- 
tant element in the early Hfe of the coun- 
try. What we have in mind is an associa- 
tion to be called, perhaps, the Daughters 
of American Tories. | 
The proposal may seem a little discon- 
certing at first, for the reason that school 
book histories have given an undeservedly 
bad name to the Tories. Most Americans 
are under the impression that the 
American Tories were a negligible minority, 
and wholly disreputable. The idea is de- 
liberately fostered that. practically all the 
Colonists in 1776 were red-hot patriots, 
unanimously in favor of giving their lives 
for independence.

Of course, the truth is quite different. 
At the beginning of the Revolution, and 
during most of the course of the war, large 
numbers of the most cultured and pleasant 
American families were loyal to the King 
--that is to say, were Tories. The war was 
brought about by the most radical politi- 
clans of the country, hot-heads like Sam- 
uel Adams in Massachusetts and Patrick 
Henry in Virginia. Most of them had no 
property themselves and nothing to lose. 
They were willing, therefore,”’to take all 
sorts of chances with radical new schemes 
in government, : 

Thousands of substantial citizens; the 
gentle folk who oOwned/ broad acres, the 
Church of England members, the prosper- 
Ous Quakers of Pennsylvania—in other 


words, the sober, conservative elements of 


the population, not easily led into enthust- 
asm for change—were dead set against the 
war,,/ and loyal to the Government. These 
were the Tories, 

Daughters of the American Revolution 
constitute a magnificent organization, de- 
voted to the idealistic purpose of celebrat- 
ing the reckless, radical politicians and 
fighters who forced the war upon a re- 
luctant country, fought and won it. It-‘is 
a splendid thing to yield admiration to a 
crusading radical, even if the admiration 
does not come until after he is dead. The 
D. A. R., by its homage, naturally helps to 
keep alive the spirit of daring, the spirit 
of the fire-eating orators and all those 
classes who love to experiment with changes 
in the form of government. This is ad-

An organization of Daughters of Ameri- 
can Tories naturally would represent this 
sober, conservative point of view, as op- 
posed to the revolutionary. It would recog- 
nize the sacredness of property—something 
the revolutionists treated too lightly. 

Revolution is a good thing sometimes, 
when needed changes in government can 
be obtained in no other way, but generally 
speaking, opposition to revolution is even 
more desirable. The Tories were the bal- 
ance wheel. At the time of the Revolution, 
they constituted a large and important part 
of the whole population. 
Van Tyne classifies thém as “the office- 
holding Tories,“ whose incomes depended 
upon the existing regime . . .

With these men 
drifted the conservative people of all classes, 
who glided easily in the old channels... 
Others, who were convinced that Parlia- 
ment had a right to tax, may be defined 
as legality Tories. Both these types were 
reinforced by the religious Tory,” 

From this it will be seen how numerous 
and how important were the Tory adher- 
ents, Take out of a community all its pub- 
lic officials, Judges, Governors, military 

“leaders, etc.; all its most respected and con- 
servative pastors; the society folk who 
move in the brilliant circle of official life; 
the sober, thoughtful men who consider the 
law in a case, and abide by it; finally, the 
large religious groups that tend toward 
conservatism, and you have a large and 
highly admirable pick of the community. 

* * * 


This class would be much more in har- 
mony, of course, with the predominant ideas 
and sympathies of just such persons today. 
Present-day American Judges, Governors, 
propertied classes and conservative religious 
groups would feel more at home with the 
Tories than they would with such idealistic 
radicals as Adams, Tom Paine or Henry. 
The Daughters of the American Tories, 
therefore, should enjoy almost from the 
date of its organization a social prestige sur- 
passing that of any other organization. 

It will have, moreover, its own heroes 
and martyrs. It is a fact that the con. 
servative Tories were treated very badly 
by revolutionists. No less than 706 of them, 
who banded together in South Carolina, 
were attacked by revolutiontsts and cut to 
pieces. One band, attempting to flee, was 
slaughtered without quarter. In New York, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania the ‘Tories 
also suffered heavily. Their estates were 
raided, their cattle and horses seized with- 
out compensation, and they were subjected 
to all sorts of indignities.

And he wrote his own stuff. 

He wrote a football novel and a 
football text-book. Ile organized 
and conducted countless football 
coaching schools during the sum- 
mers to which the high = school, 
prep school and small college 
coaches flocked. Jn 1928 he con- 
ducted a touring party to the 
Olympic games on a chartered ship 
and then did Europe .in_ three 
weeks. 

He went up and down the coun- 
try delivering iectures and making 
speeches that combined his whim- 
sica] humor with a rugged philoso- 
phy that warned against the evils 
of “softening up” and prescribed 
amateur sport, especially football, 
as the antidote. 

He was a business man, al) right, 
and for some of these activities

- More than 750,000 hunting and 


fishing licenses were issued to 
Illinois sportsmen, last year, and, 
according to the “Sportsmen’s 
Mutual” organization, the ‘“des- 
perate shortage of game in IIl- 
linois has brought residents to 
the point of deciding whether 
shooting must be stopped alto- 
gether to save some of our wild 
birds and animals for future gen- 
erations.”’ 

To answer this question the or- 
ganization has sent out the fol- 
lowing questionnaire and hoves 
to be able to start some sort of 
action based on replies: 


“Shall a law be passed by 
the General Assembly: To 
stop all shooting (except ducks 
and geese and giving the farm- 
er the right to kill rabbits and 
destructive birds and animals 
to protect property) for two 
years, provided, however, that 
a commission of five Senators 
and five House members shall 
co-operate with the United 
States Biological Survey in 
conducting a State-wide sur- 
vey and census of the game 
supply. If the supply is found 
to be 50 per cent of normal on 
Oct. 1, 1931, the shooting sea- 
son On all game shall open on 
Nov. 10 and close on Nov. 25. 
If the game supply is found to 
be normal, the season on all 
game shall Open Nov. 10 and 
close on Dec. 10?

It promises to be a sad year 


indeed for Illinois, if, in addi- 
tion to migratory bird restric- 
tions, the shooting on ALL other 
game is limited to 15 days.. 


But it is evident that some-

Settlements are rapidly wiping 
out the cover for wild life. And 
the dwindling breeding plus the 
increased shooting can lead to 
only one finish.
